pernaum, and there healed the Cen unions ser- 
Vant. And though Sr, Luke lays. that Chrift rey 
livered this Sermon upon a Plain, we may eally 
conceive how this may. be reconciled wih what 
St. Matthew fays. For there might be a Plain 
upon a Mountain; that 1s, Cor:/t might come 
down from a higher to a lower Part of the fame 
Mountain, where might be a Plain capable of 


containing a larger Multitude.

a Wild Beaft, while he was Skulking in the Woods 


and Lamentng the Murther of his Brother 4 e/, 


-Lamech therefore toappeafe his Wives thews them 


that the Murther he had committed was not pre- 
meditated bur accidental ; and therefore there was 
no great Danger to be feared. For if the Punith. 
ment ofCain who was a wickedjmaliciousMurcherer 
was deferred many Years, his won'd in Reafon be 
deferred much longer. Notwithftanding othe1s 
taking this for a Fabulous Story, are of Opinion 
thar this is a penitential Confeffion of Lamech. to

Colours are chiefly uted for Giazing, to Jay ir 


thin on, or Garments, and anovher Colour. upon 
ir, as we fhall hereatrer fhew. The Oils are 
ufed with the Colours thus, put drying Oil to 
Ivory-Black, Bone-Black, Terravert, Indian Red, 
Oaker, and the rett, except Umber, White and 
Smalt, bur this is only when they are fimply ufed, 
or with one another for Drapery, Shades, &e. 
Bur when ever White comes among them, forbear 
the drying O1', which would foul the Colours. 
The Whire muft be mixct vo with Nut Oil, and 
Smalr muft be reniper’d with Varnith, 

For the Face, firft lay o your Palate. a quant- 
ty of Whire, lay a lice afide, then (if for a fair 
Complection) add culy alirtle Oaker, it 
fora {warthy, a site yellow Oaker alfo, and iay 
a little afide ; then more Rea: Por the Lips and 
Blufhes in the Cheeks, add Vermelion, for the 


deep part of the Lips, Vermelion and with- 


out White. For Light Shades add to the lighreft 
of the Colours you mixt betore. fome Sma!t and 
Yellow and burnt Oaker; for the greareit Shadows 
more Yellow Oker; tor the Blewith more fmale, 
always as yon make them deeper, add barnt 
Oker to give a warm glowing Colour, in deep 
fhadows let their be Yellow, Burnt Oaker, Smale 
or Blew-Black whithout White, for White, in 
in deep fhapes makes them look bold and Grey- 
ith. For Hair mix Whire, Yellow Oker, burnt 


Oker, Blew Black, and for Darker Hair, lefs — 


Whire, in Shades of Curles and other dark Shades, 
lerthere be a governnig Red, of burnt Oker, which 
will take off the cold Colour the Prinr gives. To 
begin to Paint the Face, firt pur on the lightreft. 
touches on the Nofe, Forehead, Eyes, &c. therv 
the next Degrees. till you come io the deepeft Reds 
and Shades: All the forefaid Colours muft be put 
on, with pointed Pencils, when the Colours are 
all on, with a White Fitch, mov’d up and down 
and lightly each way, foften one Colour into a- 
nother, having a great Care how you drive the ex- 
treme Lights inzo roo deep Paris and fo on the 
contrary.

B>-atifal Red, Firft touch the Acights wick Ver- 
me}ion and White, then ftrike ic all over with 
Lake, the firft being dry, cover it over with Vere 
meliod. Let the Yellows in like manner be touch’d 
with light Pink and Whe, then giazd with deep 


Pink, afcer touch the fhades with burnt Oker, and 


latly, cover ic over with Mafticor. ‘Orhers you 
may Paint wita Mafticoc and White in the Lights, 
‘Malticor only in che next degree, and mize with 
deep Pink afcer : by frequent mixing on the Pallat 
the divers Colours, you wil difcover all you can 
defire, both in Drapery, Landskips and all other 
things, but for Blews, firft touch the Lighrs with 
Smaitand White, when dry, glaze it feveral umes 
wit Smalr, and each time being dry, pac Whice 
behind all. In general obferve in all Shadows to 
put confiderable Red, which will give Warmth 
and Beauty, after a little Pradtice, all forts of Co- 
lonring -vill come on with much Facility, by the 
a’orefaid Rules, fo chat you will foon be Mafter 
of this Ait.
